The sound of it 
rose shrilly, but 
tunefully, above the

of the silence, the undertones 


that pervade the most utter stillness of 
•whloh humanity is capalble. 


"Of thee I sins-" 


And then a thousand voices joined the 


cadoncy and in chorus sans, 


"Land wlhere my fathers died, 


Land of the pilgrims' pride, 


From every mountain side, 


Let freedbm ring." 


And the song of American national- 


ism was sang wlUh a vigor that carried 
the 
strains of it to every nook aad 


cranny of 'Washington Hall. 


Dr. Derrick had thrown athwart the 


darkness of the hall, in full view of the 
vast audience, tho souls of which were 
thrilled by the stirring words of Chap- 
lain 'Wallace, "Old Glory" and—a little 
child lerd them. 


It 
was a gathering of patriots In 


Washington Hall last evening. A. ful- 
fillment of the true mea-ning of the 
call for a "Paitrio'tic Rally" issued by 
tho 
Republican club of the Seventh 


Ward. 


When Chaplain J. S. "Wallace. XT. S. 


N., who sailed wit/h Farragut, was in- 
troduced -by Chairman I. I. Boak. not 
a seat was vac-ant on the platform, the 
floor or the galleries of the hall, and 
several hundreds of gentlemen and la- 
dies stood in a compact imn.ss at the 
re-ar of the seats. 


Chaplain Wallace spoke briefly as fol- 


lows: 


"There is only one tihlng to talk about 


and that Is 'War.' " (This -was greeted 
•with applause.) ""War should never bu 
commenced if it can be avoided in any 
honorable way. 
God speed the day 


when there will t>s no more wars. But 
th~re are some :tshings bright In war. 
Go back to"tlhe days of Moses and Sam- 
son—not our Sampson—" (c-heers Inter- 
rupted the speaker j 
"Oh, I know him; 


he's 
the most brilliant man la. our 


navy; 
Secretary Whitney recognized 


•him as the mo^t 'intellectual man in 
the navy. He's, got the Dons bottled 
up. but I wish he had met them before 
they were bottled up." 


The 
chaplain then -went on to ex- 


plain that in these later days war is 
carried on in a civilized manner by our 
Country, as was shown during the Civil 
War. 
When it Is the heart of the peo- 


plr shcrwn in war time as evinced by 
the Christian Commission, the Sanitary 
Commission and the Red Cross Society. 


"God bless the Red Cross Society!" 


exclaimed the chaplain, .and he called 
for three cheers for'the no-b'> society, 
which made the hall ring. 


"Before we go any further I'm going 


to ask you to pass tihe hat for the ben- 
efit of the R&d Cross Society," contin- 
ued Chaplain Wallace. Several gentle- 
men volunteered to pass the hat, and 
the • imtributions aggregated $30.01, but 
•where the odd cent came from nobody 
knew. 


"It was in olden times the fashion to 


kill everybody you could in war. When 
a 
city 
was captured Its inhabitants 


were killed or sold into slavery, and 
the city itself leveled to the ground. In 
such fashion was Jerusalem sacked and 
so was Rome. Even Christians went to 
•war to kill each other for the love of 
killing. 
and as for dnfldels, it -was 


thought the surest way to get an infi- 
del 
to heaven was to kill him. But 


now there is a heart in wa.r, and a hos- 
pital tent on every battlefield. 


"Under certain conditions war is just- 


ified.." continued the chaplain, and he 
believed 
our present wa-r Is justified 


notwithstanding Prince Bismarck says 
it could have been avoided. 


"I say it couldn't. We tried In every 


way to avoid It. Look at the history 
o! 'the fair land of Cuba. Its aborigi- 
nal inhabitants were a peaceable hos- 
pital folk, yet they were made slaves 
nnd practically annihilated by the cruel 
Spaniards. Later, the Cubans, jn Whose 
veins 
flow Spanish blood, have been 
prosecute. They are .not all negroes. 
There are many bright and brave men 
among them, and they have during the 
past thirty years battled for freedom 
half of that time.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Tha officials 


of the War Department are not prepared 
definitely to announce their programme 
with respect to obtaining the 75,000 volun- 
teers called for yesterday by the Presi- 
dent's proclamation. There will be some 
consultation on the' subject between the 
President arid • the War 
Office before a 


conclusion is reached. It seems, however, 
to have, .been determined to fill to tUc-lr 
maximum strength the one hundred and 
more regiments already called for. 


This was permitted in order that us 


great a number of National Ouard organ- 
izations might come in as possible, thus 
giving an opportuntly to their officers to 
hold their lull ra_nlc in the volunteers. 


It is the intention on the part oE tho 


\V:ir department officials not to limit tho 
raising o£ soldiers to the National Guard 
organization, which will give an oppor- 
tunity i'or the formation of independent 
commands, a number of which already 
have been offered to 'the Government un- 
der the previous call, but which because 
of tho lack of room had to ba rejected. 


Alaska haa several thousand men who 


are anxious to serve the Government as 
soldiers, as indlcato-1 in a letter recently 
received here by an official of that terri- 
tory. An opportunity may be given them 
to come in undor the second call. 


"It is not generally understood through- 


out the country," said an army official to- 
day, 
"that soldiers who are re-enlisting 


In the service and recruits who enlist for 
tho lirst time may be discharged at their 
own application at tho close of the war. 
Enlistment Is tor a term of three years, 
but thero is nothing- in the law to pre- 
vent soldiers who are received into rho 
army while being organized on its war 
strength from being discharged as soon 
as the .war IK over."

FOREIGN SHIPS 


FOR TRANSPORTS, 


.WASHINGTON, May 26.—The Senate 


Committee on Commerce today had un- 
der consideration the subject of grant- 
ing American registration to foreign- 
built ships for the purpose of securing 
their services in carrying troops and' 
supplies to the Philippines, and decid- 
ed to place the ma'tter in the hands of 
a sub-committee, with authority to re- 
port in all cases in which the War De- 
partment makes a request that registry 
be granted. 


Discussion In the committee revealed 


the fact that there are several foreign 
ships -whose services can be made avail- 
able when considered desirable. The 
action of the committee will have the 
effect of placing the matter 
In the 


hands of the War Department, for it 
was the general understanding that in 
cases in which the department may ex- 
press a desire to secure the services of 
any particular vessel there should be 
no opposition. 


A majority of the committee are op- 


posed to granting registry to foreign 
ships 
under ordinary 
circumstances, 


but they consider a departure from the 
rule excusable under existing circum- 
stances.

An explosion of gas In a tunnel at tho 


Corral Hollow mines, twelve miles be- 
low Livermore, this morning caused tha 
death of an Italian miner and twelve 
more miners narrowly escaped. Four 
of these were badly burned.

from the night to the day shift.
